Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants Dec. 9, 2008 amendment amending 
claims 1 & 6 has been entered and overcomes the prior art rejection of claims 1, 3-9 & 1 1 . 

Applicant's arguments filed Dec. 9, 2008 with respect to the double patenting rejection have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant has not filed a terminal disclaimer and/or has not specifically argued the differences between the instant application 
and application # 1 1/229,877. Merely arguing that an amendment traverses a provisional double patenting rejection without specific 
arguments are a terminal disclaimer is not enough. The double patenting rejection issued in the June 9, 2008 final rejection included claims 
1-2, 6 & 10. The Dec. 9, 2008 amendment to combine claim 2 with claim 1 and claim 10 with claim 6 traverses the cited prior art rejection 
but does not inherently traverse the double patenting rejection because claims 2 & 10 were included in the double patenting rejection. Thus, 
the arguments filed Dec. 9, 2008 do not traverse the double patenting rejection.
